FOREIGN. WARSHIPS READY. 


Armenians Are Deported to the Black 
Sea and, Presumably, 
Drowned There. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from London says: 4 

The Standard publishes a dispatch from 
Constantinople, saying that the Young 
Turk party is covering the city with pla- 
cards inciting the people to dethrone the 
Sultan. Serious trouble, it is added, is 
certain to occtg within a week. Turkish 
troopships are @ightly deporting Armenians 
to the Black 8 where, it is believed, they 
are drowned. 

The British residents, at the instance of 
the British Embassy, have telegraphed to 
Lord Salisbury, stating that their lives and 
property are in danger. The French resi- 
dents have taken similar action. Britsh 
and French fleets are now near the mouth 
of the Dardenelles. 

Fuad Pasha, one of the sfitan's aide-de- 
camps, was questioned as to how long the 
forts along the Dardenelles could check the 
passage of the war-ships, and he replied 
that they could stop them for almost haf an 
hour. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 16.—The 
Bancroft sailed from Tomkinsville Tues- 
day, bound for Gibraltar. She probably will 
touch at Fayal, Azores, en route, to take 
on a supply of coal. At the Navy Depart- 
ment it is said her orgers are simply to 
report to Admiral Selfridge at Gibraltar. 
The Admiral will direct the further move- 
ments of the ship. It is not admitted that 
the Bancroft is going to Constantinople, but 
it is not doubted that she is intended as a 
refuge for American citizens in case of an 
outbreak that might jeopardize their safety. 

The Cincinnati is rapidly making ready to 
follow the Bancroft into Turkish waters, 
carrying relief crews for the vessels now on 
Station and relieving the Marblehead, which 
will come home. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 16.—The guard 
of Turkish troops, on duty at the Yildiz pal- 
ace, composed of four battalions of Alban- 
lans, was forcibly disarmed last evening in 
the presence of a large body of troops, and 
was replaced by five Seraskier battalions. 

Owing to the Turkish Government’s com- 
munication to the embassies of the powers, 
in regard to rumors of another Armenian 
outbreak, the embassies here to-day de- 
puted the foreign consuls to anthorize the 
police to enter foreign houses when neces- 
sary and arrest Armenians throwing bombs 
or shooting thérefrom. 

The offer of the Turkish Government to 
furnish the embassies with guards has been 
declined, the foreign officials preferring to 
rely upon the guards of blue jackets from 
the warships of the Powers. 

Since the issuing of the Hynchakist circu- 
lar, 8,000 Armenians have been arrested and 
the exodus of Armenians continues. 

The Turkish officials declare that they 
have discovered a quantity of bombs and 
dynamite in the Halidjisglou quarter. 

It is declared in high quarters that a 
Mussulman movement is afoot against the 


Sultan, and military measures on an ex- 


tensive scale have been adopted. 


NEW DREIBUND PROPOSED. 


To Consist of Great Britain, the United 
States and Italy. 


LONDON, Sept..16.—The St. James Ga- 
zette this afternoon publishes a leading 
editorial headed, A New Triple Alliance.” 

In the course of its remarks on the sub- 
ject, the St. James Gazette points out the 
menacing tone of the Continental semi- 
official press on the subject of Turkey, and 
says: “We are openly threatened with joint, 
hostile Buropean action if we interfere (in 
Turkey) against the will of the Powers. 
But there is one combination which British 
statesmanship might effect. Two States 


which have little to gain from Russia could 


act with us and end the tension. The United 
States and Italy are both understood to be 
friendly to Russia. Nevertheless, neither 
is yet too deeply involved to be able to 
assume an independent attitude under Brit- 
ish inspiration. 

“Why should not England, the United 
States and Italy form a new Dreibund? 
Alone of the nations of the earth, the peo- 
ple of the United States can understand the 
impulse which would drive Englishmen to 
war in order to suppress tyranny or rescue 
the oppressed. Plenty of Americans would 
regard with 6nthusiasm the spectacle of the 
Union Jack and the Stars and Stripes float- 
ing side by side in the Bosphorus, to back 
up their joint demand.”

HOW GOLD WAS MADE KING. 

The letter referred to by Hon. Chas, 
P. Johnson in hig Adress at the Audito- 
rium Saturday night is one of the most 
important contributions to the literature 
of this campaign, It was written to Mr. 
Johnson by George C. Gorham, a Repub- 
lican of the “Stalwart” wing of the party 
in the days of Grant and Conkling, and 
for years an active member of the Na- 
tional Republican Committee. 

Mr. Gorham was Secretary of the 
United States Senate from 1868 to 1879. 
He held that position when the “crime of 
1873“ was committed. He knows where- 
of he speaks and his story can neither be 
impeached nor rebutted. He sets out in 
detail the successive steps by which sil- 
ver was demonetized, proving every as- 
sertion he makes by quotation from the 
Congressional Record. 

Mr. Gorham makes a much stronger 
statement of the case by pointing out 
that Senator Sherman had, before 1873, 
made two unsuccessful attempts to de- 
monetize silver, both of which were de- 
feated because their purpose was under- 
stood. The first of these was Senate 
bill 217, introduced by Mr. Sherman Feb. 
8, 1868. It proposed to discontinue the 
coinage of the silver dollar. The suc- 
cessful opposition to this measure was 
led by the great merchant-Senator 
Edwin D. Morgan of New York, 
and Mr. Gorham quotes from the 
Congressional Record some words of Sen- 
ator Morgan as applicable now as they 
were then, The New York Senator said: 

‘We wave a distinctive American policy to 
work out—one sufficiently free from the tra- 
ditions of Burope to be suited to our pecu- 
liar situation, and ithe genius of our enter- 
prising countrymen. 

Sherman's second unsuccessful attempt 
to demonetize silver was in Senate bill 
859, introduced April 26, 1870. The de- 
monetization clause was so carefully 
concealed that it passed the Senate, but 
was detected and defeated in the House. 
Then, after three years, came a bill “to 
revise and codify the Treasury laws” 
under the mask of which it passed the 
House, decetved and misled by Hooper 
of Massachusetts, and in the absence of 
Clarkson Potter of New York, who had 
once before disclosed its purpose and de- 
feated its consideration. It then went 
to the Senate, and from the records of 
the Senate debates at that time Mr. Gor- 
ham clearly convicts Senator Sherman of 
lying in order to induce Senators to be- 
lieve that it provided for the continued 
coinage of the standard silver dollar,

ham, “understand that in such routine 
legislation as thts was represented to be,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16—The monthly 
comparative statement of the exports and 
imports of merchandise, gold and silver 
during last August and ‘during the eight 
months ending Aug. 31 last, shows as fol- 


lows: 

Domestic merchandise, exported during 
August, 1896, $66,732,453; August, 1395, $54,821,- 
159; for the last eight months, $667,258, 467; 
for the same pert in 1 $469, 360,651. 

Imports of merchandise during last Au- 
gust, $49,458, of which $20,644,871 was free 
of duty; imports during August, 1895, $71,- 
111,943, of which about one-half was free of 
duty; age during the last eight months, 
$471, of which $214,263, was duty 
free, or the same period in 1895 the total 
Was $536,737,819, of which $254,469,427 was free 
of duty. The gold exports during last Au- 
gust were $1,972,544, as compared with $16,- 
667,261 during August, 1895. For the last 
eight months the exports of gold amounted 
to $56,611,811, which is almost the exact fig- 
ure for August, 18%. The gold imports dur- 
ing last August aggregated $4,045,885, as 
compared with $1,534,086 for the same month

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TYPHOID FEVER 
IN THE SUBURBS. 


AN EPIDEMIC ALONG THE LINE 
OF THE KIRKWOOD ELECTRIC. 


WAS CAUSED BY A BIG STORM. 


Wells in the Vicinity of River des 
Peres Contaminated by Putrefy- 
ing Horses and Cattle. 


During the tast six weeks an epidemic of 
typhoid fever has been raging in St. Louis 
County, close to the city limits. People of 
all classes and conditions are dying by the 
score, and notwithstanding the skill of the 
attending physicians, the fever, which is 
of the most malignant type, seems to be on 
the increase, 

The disease is called by some typhoid fe- 
ver, by others typhoid-malarial, and ordi- 
nary malarial, or swamp fever, when the 
patients are fortunate enough to escape. 

The worst feature of the disease is that 
its cause and origin have so far baffled the 
investigation made by the men of science. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter, who is familiar 
with investigations of that kind, went yes- 
terday to Maddemville to ascertain, if pos- 
sible, the origin of the epidemic, and the 
result of his researches is here given for 
what it is worth. It will be noticed that 
facts of the most striking nature were 
brought to light. 

Madden ville was originally located at the 
crossing of the Manchester and North and 
South roads, on the summit of a beautiful 
hill, within half a mile from Brentwood, 
a station of the Missouri Pacific Railroad. 

Brentwood is in the valley following the 
River des Peres, and therefore is frequently 
inundated. 

Near the Brentwood station is the power 
house of the Kirkwood electric line. Since 
the completion of that line Maddenville has 
extended to the power house. It has been 
built down the slope, and the little village 
is always admired by suburban travelers 
on account of its picturesque location. 

On the other side of Brentwood, and to- 
ward Creve Coeur Lake; is Mentor Post-of- 
fice. The Missouri Pacific has a station at 
that place also: The River des Peres runs 
along the railroad track, and when there is a 
heavy rain the whole valley is under water. 
The land is very productive on account of 
the “humus” deposited by the overflow, 
but it is a veritable breeding ground for 
the microbes of malaria. 

Six weeks ago two severe storms swept 
over the valley during a single night. The 
inhabitants barely escaped with their lives, 
A Mrs. Letzinger, to cite only oe occur- 
rence, was not rescued before the followin 
day. She had taken refuge on the secon 
floor, holding her two children during six 
hours on top of a piece of furniture, It was 
thought at first that she had been drowned, 
but the neighbors, attracted by her cries 

r help, came to the house in a rowboat 
and removed her with her children to a 
place of safety. This gives an idea of the 
nee of the storm. 
vino human life wag lost, but hundreds of 
horses, cattle and hogs perished in the 
flood. The carcasses were not buried, but 
were left all over the valley to rot. Many 
were carried off by the River des Peres. 

That the springs were contaminated, or 
rather poisoned, is readily admitted by all, 
and yet many people kept on taking their 
supply of water in the usual way and used 
it without resorting to the most elementary 

cautions. 
ae few of these springs are in the bed 
of the river and most the wells are filled 

t sprin water also. 
wae the Sower-house of the Kirkwood 
electric line is an artesian well 500 feet 
in depth. In ordinary times the water has 

a sulphurous taste, and the employes of the 

company believe that it is healthy, because 

of its mineral qualities. They previously 
drank that water without being sick. Since 
the storm fifteen motormen and conductors 
were taken sick. The assistant superin- 
tendent admitted the fact. He said in 
substance that they were suffering from 
malarial fever. 

The Post-Dispatch reporter questioned 
several employes-and ascertained that they 
were all in the habit of using either the 
pepe of the artesian well, placed along the 
track, or the hydrant in the power-house. 
These employes were for the most pars 
in bad health, and even complaining 
themselves of not being well. Their com- 
plexion had the characteristic yellow color 
of malaral fever. 

All the patients were invariavly taken in 
the same way, and when they had no 
1 of resistance the malaria degenerated 
nto typhoid fever. 

The motormen and conductors were not 
as sick as the inhabitants of the valley as 
a rule. This is probably due to the fact 
that they are constantly in the open air. 

An analysis of the artesian well water 
has disclosed the fact that the sulphurous 
odor is due to sulphureted hydrogen gas, 
which evaporates in the open air. This ex- 

lains why this water is not noxious unless 

t contains other elements of contamination, 

Some wells or springs are probabiy more 
or less poisoned, according to the location, 
Mentor, which ie not even a village, but 
a small agglomeration of houses, has fifteen 

cases of typhoid, several of them in a dy- 
ing condition. Herman Stahl and the two 
children of Louis Swade are among them. 

Maddenville is not affected to speak of, 
but along the river, on both banks, partic- 
ularly where the inhabitants have been 
using the springs found in the bed of the 
river, the epidemic has full sway. 

A Miss Bompart died at Rose Hill. She 
was sick only five days. A negro servant 
Was taken first, but recovered. 

It would require a whole month to make a 
culture of the microbes of typhoid which 

xist in the water. This thing ought to be 

one, however, to determine the wells and 
renee which should be condemned. 

A fortunate thing in connection with the 
epidemics is that all the cases have oc- 
curred beyond the city umits. Otherwise 

the mortality would have been much

INTEND RUNNING A CAMPAIGN 
BUREAU ON THEIR OWN HOOK. 


FILLEY HAS IGNORED THEM. 


They will Put Out Their Own Stump 
Speakers and Try and Keep 
Filley Out of the Senate. 


There is a storm brewing about Uncle Fu- 
ley’s ears that threatens to let loose in a 
few days and create havoc with his cam- 
paign plans. The silk-stocking element, 
which shies at the Filley hat, will disturb 
his pleasant dreams for a seat in the United 
States Senate for himself and a Governor 
who will give him a Police Board and other 


offices in St. Louis. 
The dissatisfaction grows out of Filley’s 


determination to ignore every prominent 
man who has declined to worship at the 
Mosque. He controls the Executive Com- 
mittee absolutely and has so far made no 
speaking engagements for anybody but his 
own cuckoos. 

A Republican who is anxious to have his 
party win, but who at the same time does 
not train with our unc,“ told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday that there was a 
movement under way to organize a bureau 
to furnish speakers without the consent or 
co-operation with Filley’s executive com- 
mittee. 

“The movement,” he said, has just start- 
ed, but the enthusiasm already manifested 
shows that it will be a success. Filley is 
ignoring the very best men in the party 
and giving the appointments to inen like 
Leeper of Caldwell and others who have 
always done his bidding in his fight for su- 
premacy. Men like Gen. John W. Noble, 
George H. Shields, Col. D. P. Dyer, Matt G. 

B Lee, H. M. Pollard 
and fully twenty-five others have written to 
the State Committee offering their services 
on the stump, but Filley and Griffin have 
not even shown common politeness in an-

The publican party does not propose 
longer to submit to this kind of campaign- 
ing, and the Republican masses do not 
propose to sit idly by and see the party 
machinery used for the sole purpose of 
sending Filley to the United States Senate. 
The movement wil] result in the establish- 
ment of a bureau, and there will be speak- 
ers sent out who will work for the whole 
ticket, and not for the sole purpose of 
gratifying Filley’s ambition.” 

The anti-Filey element is growing 
alarmed over the reports received daily of 
“De Ole Man's“ tactics. They know that 
his only purpose is to elect Lewis Governor 
and a Legislature that will send The Hat to 
Washington to rattle in Senator Vest's 
chair. The Silk Stockings have rebelled 
against Filley's tactics many times before, 
and it remains to be seen whether the pres- 
ent movement will be any more productive 
of results than previous insurrections,

by Saturday w when suggestions will 
be heard by the Board of Commissioners 
on Charter Revision.

WORK OF JACK MURRAY AND HIS 
NEGRO WIFE IN THE COUNTY. 


THEY SOLD THEM IN ST. LOUIS. 


When Arrested in This City, Where 
They Lived, They Confessed Their 
Crime to Sheriff Garrett. 


Jack Murray, better known as Jack Hun- 
ley, who was arrested in St. Louis County 
Monday, has established a record as a horse 
thief. 

Within the two weeks previous to his ar- 
rest he stole no less than fourtéen horses. 
These animals have all been recovered. 
Murray confesses to stealing about forty 
horses within the last three or four months. 
Murray is a white man and is married to 
a negress, Phoebe Crowell, and she ‘s also 
under arrest. Soon after their arrest 
Thomas Johnson, known as “Raggedy” 
Johnson, colored, and William Thomas, also 
colored, were arrested. They are all locked 


up at the Central Police Station at the 
Four Courts, but are the prisoners of Sheriff 
Garrett of St. Louis County. 

Jack Murray, who has a long “Buin 
record in Kansas City, lived with oebe 
Crowell in the rear of 910 Morgan 
Facing on the alley there * — w 
stable with two stalls. also ren a 
stable in the alley between Ninth and 
Tenth streets and Wash and Carr and an- 
other stable back of a commission house on 
North Third street, near Biddle street. 
These three stables he used to keep the 
stolen horses in until he could sell them. 


chose as their vic- 
t. Louis County. The 
would start out early in the morning, rid- 
ing into the county on a street car line. 
It was easy to secure a day’s work on any 


farm. 

They would work all day and quit at dark, 
saying they would remain at the farm over 
night, but after the family had gone to bed 
Murray and his negro wife would drive off 
two or three of the best horses. 

They would drive them into St. Louis and 
conceal them in one of the three stables. 
Then the next two or three days would be 
devoted to — of the animals. 

Murray would advertise them sometimes 
and sometimes he would place them in the 
open horse market to be sold at auction. The 
horses were always sold at a sacrifice. A 
horse which was worth $75 he would sell 
for and for one that was worth he 
would only ask $10. His sales were always 
quick and hie deals strictly cash. 

So many complaints reached Sheriff Gar- 
rett that he started in do catch the thieves, 
After he and his deputies had been at work 
on the cases for two weeks, he received in- 
formation that there was a white man and 
a colored woman, who worked frequently in 
the county, living togevher at 910 Morgan 
street, St. Louis. 

Sheriff Garrett came into the city Monday 
and Capt. Joyce of the Third District gave 
him two policemen. A call was made a> th 
Morgan street house and Murray an 
Phoebe were arrested. Two of the stolen 
horses were found in the stable there. 

After Murray had been locked up a day 
he wa to e things easier for him- 
self, so he made a full confession, but im- 
plicated in the stealing “Raggedy” John- 
gon and William Thomas. 

Murray said that these two negroes 
were also stealing horses and that they 
brought them to him for him to sell. 

The 1 Louis police do not think that 
either Johnson or Thomas had anything to 
do with the horse stealing. Both de 
knowledge of the stolen horses and there 
seems to be no evidence against them. 

Jack Murray was arrested in ty 
five years ago for forgery, but got out of it. 
After that he was arrested a number of 
times for larceny and served several terms 
in the Work-house there. 

It was while in Kansas Citv that he met 
Phoebe Crowell. He was married to her the 
day before he was sent to the Work- 

for stealing a trunk from Phoede's mother. 
They have been in St. Louis nearly a year.
